Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  to  you  the  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Condition  of  your  district  for  the  year  1925.  This  report  as  requested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  as  far  as  practicable,  is  a report  of  the  progress  during  the 
past  five  years.  It  can  unhesitatingly  be  claimed  that  considerable  progress 
has  been  achieved  during  the  past  five  years  in  every  sphere  of  the  Council’s 
activities. 

The  year  1925  with  a very  low  General  Death  Rate,  and  comparatively 
low  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  almost  entire  absence  of  Enteric  Fever,  and 
with  the  exception  of  Small  Pox,  Chicken  Pox  and  perhaps  Scarlet  Fever, 
comparative  freedom  from  other  Infectious  Diseases,  has  been  satisfactory 
from  a Health  Standpoint. 

Sanitary  measures  in  the  nature  of  Privy  Conversions  and  Sewerage  Exten- 
sions, although  they  have  not  advanced  as  anticipated,  are  under  consideration. 

Good  progress  in  Housing  has  been  made  both  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
Private  Enterprise,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  an  extension  to  the  Stakeford 
Scheme  to  the  extent  of  100  houses  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry. 
An  effort  has  been  made  to  deal  with  the  Insanitary  Area  of  East  End,  Bed- 
lington,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  measures  will  shortly  be  taken  to  abolish  many 
of  the  Insanitary  Dwellings  in  the  district.  This  can  only  be  accomplished 
in  concurrence  with  increased  Housing  Provision. 

The  improvement  in  the  Roads,  Private  Streets,  and  appearance  of  the 
district  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.

DEATH  RATE. 

During  the  year  273  deaths,  147  of  males  and  126  of  females,  were  registered 
in  the  district.  There  were  47  Inward  transfers  and  3 Outward  transfers, 
making  a total  of  317  deaths,  174  of  males  and  143  of  females,  allocated  to 
the  district.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  Annual  Death  Rate  of  1107  per  1000, 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  i2-2.

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GENERAL  CONSIDERATION  OF  THE  DEATH  TABLE. 

The  death  rate  which  is  comparatively  low  is  due  to  the  absence  of  severe 
epidemics  and  complicated  Influenza,  which  when  prevalent  usually  produces 
a high  death  rate  in  the  earlier  and  later  months  of  the  year.  Cancer  and 
Tuberculosis  still  exact  a heavy  toll,  and  whilst  the  former  shows  a gradual 
increase  during  the  past  5 years  the  latter  shows  a decline.  It  is  propably  not 
because  Cancer  is  more  prevalent,  but  that  the  disease  is  being  more  readily 
diagnosed  by  Medical  Practitioners.  Early  diagnosis  is  difficult,  and  in  the 
large  majority  of  cases  impossible  at  such  a stage  as  to  anticipate  success  by 
surgical  treatment.  Even  sufferers  may  have  little  to  complain  about  when 
the  disease  is  advanced.  The  skilled  Medical  Practitioner  himself  is  frequently 
influenced  to  a diagnosis  more  by  subjective  than  objective  signs,  and  it  is 
thus  doubtful  if  any  assistance  is  afforded  by  propaganda.  We  can  only  hope 
for  a method  of  diagnosis  different  to  that  which  is  ordinarily  practised. 
Regarding  the  question  of  Tuberculosis,  in  as  much  as  early  diagnosis  is 
difficult,  yet  modern  methods  have  been  of  great  assistance.  Early  cases 
more  frequently  come  to  the  notice  of  the  T.B.  Officer.  Education  has 
caused  the  public  to  seek  treatment  earlier,  with  the  result  that  highly  infective 
and  advanced  cases  are  not  so  common.  Supervision  regarding  infection  in 
the  homes  has  also  been  helpful.  These  factors  which  are  not  applicable  in 
the  case  of  Cancer  may  account  for  the  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  this 
disease  and  the  fall  in  the  case  of  Tuberculosis.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


58  deaths  under  one  year  were  registered  in  the  district.  There  were  two 
inward  transfers  which  make  a total  of  60,  equivalent  to  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  87  per  7 000. 

Although  the  rate  is  higher  than  desirable,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
unemployment  and  low  wages  prevailed  throughout  the  year  to  a greater 
degree  than  in  previous  years. 

Of  the  12  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  9 were  Broncho  Pneumonia  and  3 
Lobar  Pneumonia.  11  deaths  from  Prematurity  under  one  week  were 
recorded,  and  of  these  six  were  under  the  age  of  one  day. 

Of  the  10  deaths  from  Infantile  Debility  6 were  under  3 weeks,  and  like 
the  cases  of  Prematurity  they  never  actually  came  under  the  M.  & C.  W. 
Scheme.  Thus  after  taking  into  consideration  the  other  deaths  in  the  table, 
which  might  be  classified  as  unavoidable,  there  is  very  little  remaining  which 
might  be  termed  preventable.

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PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  DURING  THE 

YEAR  1925. 


Influenza.  — A mild  type  of  this  disease  was  prevalent  in  January,  otherwise 
the  cases  were  only  sporadic. 


Encephalitis  lethanflca. — One  case  was  notified  in  February,  but  it  is 
significant  to  recall  concurrently  with  the  influenza  in  January,  a condition  of 
Neuritis  principally  of  Central  Origin,  Impaired  Vision,  Epidemic  Hiccough 
and  severe  Headache,  all  suggestive  of  Abortive  Encephalitis  were  reported, 
whilst  the  type  of  Influenza  differed  from  that  of  previous  epidemics  in  that 
pulmonary  complications  were  uncommon.  The  association  of  the  two 
diseases  has  been  previously  mentioned,  and  one  must  therefore  conclude 
that  in  as  far  as  this  district  is  concerned  the  infective  origin  seems  to  be  one 
and  the  same. 


Pneumonia. — The  incidence  of  the  disease  being  usually  influenced  by  the 
prevalence  of  Influenza  shows  a decrease  to  that  of  former  years. 


Measles. — The  epidemic  was  of  a mild  type  and  several  cases  of  previous 
attacks  were  reported,  undoubtedly  due  to  the  poor  immunity  conferred  by 
the  previous  mild  attack 

Scarlet  Feuer.  — With  the  exception  of  January  cases  were  notified  in  every 
month  of  the  year,  but  principally  in  December  and  November.  There  were 
no  deaths  and  the  vast  majority  were  of  a very  mild  nature. 


Diphtheria. — One  death  resulting  from  the  late  effects  of  Diphtheria  was 
recorded,  but  not  a single  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  The  Schick  and 
Dick  Tests  have  not  up  to  the  present  been  utilised  in  the  district. 


Enteric  Fever. — Two  cases  were  notified  and  removed  to  the  Hospital, 
with  one  death.  The  origin  could  only  be  explained  by  a Chronic  carrier  in 
the  same  family. 

Infective  Enteritis. — 31  cases  were  notified  during  July,  August  and 
September  and  received  treatment  by  the  Health  Visitors. 


Tuberculosis.  — 74  cases  Pulmonary  and  other  forms  were  notified  during 
the  year.  This  shows  a slight  decrease  to  previous  years,  and  as  a result  of 
measures  adopted  for  early  notification  of  this  disease,  this  might  be  considered 
a more  accurate  record  of  new  cases  during  the  year.  Similar  circumstances 
are  applicable  to  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  which  of  the  29  deaths 
registered  14  were  previously  notified  and  15  not  notified.  It  can  thus  quite 
readily  he  understood  that  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  of  1925  will  in  a 
short  time  give  a more  correct  statement  regarding  the  prevalence  and  deaths 
from  the  disease,  as  shown  in  the  Quarterly  Returns  in  Table  6.

Puerperal  Fever. — No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  a regular 
occurence  of  which  we  might  be  proud,  and  reflects  great  credit  on  your 
Medical  and  Nursing  Service. 

Erysipelas. — Only  six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Although  no  notifications  were  received  the 
Health  Visitors  visited  17  cases  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Chicken  Pox. — 364  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  like  Small  Pox 
showed  an  increased  prevalence  to  that  of  1924.  These  occurred  in  vaccin- 
ated and  unvaccinated  children  alike,  and  in  children  who  had  previously 
suffered  from  Small  Pox,  but  not  in  any  child  who  had  already  suffered  from 
Chicken  Pox. 

Only  three  cases  occurred  in  adult  life  as  shown  in  Table.  Such  circum- 
stances is  evidence  that  the  disease  although  resembling  Small  Pox  is  a 
separate  entity. 

Small  Pox.  — 145  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  these  occurred 
principally  in  the  sub-districts  Bedlington,  Choppington  and  Guide  Post. 
There  is  very  little  to  add  to  the  lengthy  report  of  last  year  beyond  the  fact 
that  5 cases  of  children  who  have  suffered  from  both  Small  Pox  and  Chicken 
Pox,  with  an  interval  between  the  diseases  are  recorded.  This  furthermore 
proves  that  Chicken  Pox  and  Small  Pox  are  two  different  diseases  and  that 
an  attack  of  one  of  these  diseases  does  not  protect  against  the  other.  A few 
cases  of  persons  having  had  Small  Pox  in  the  epidemic  with  subsequent 
negative  vaccination  are  recorded. 

The  evidence  furnished  by  the  145  cases  only  gives  additional  testimony 
to  the  protective  powers  of  Vaccination  aud  Revaccination,  and  the  different 
features  of  the  two  diseases. 
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Generally  speaking  they  have  been  mild,  and  this  accounts  for  many  being 
secondary  to  missed  and  untreated  cases,  whilst  external  infection  is  an  addi- 
tional feature  in  the  continuance  of  the  outbreak. 


The  table  of  notified  cases  shows  the  situation  to  the  end  of  March,  1926 
(from  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak),  also  Chicken  Pox  notification 
table.

Further  comment  beyond  that  in  the  1924  report  is  unnecessary.  There 
seems  to  be  no  hope  of  any  scheme  being  initiated  for  a General  Hospital  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  district. 


There  is  no  change  in  the  Nursing  arrangements  in  the  district. 


It  is  unfortunate  that  Institutional  Treatment  hat  not  yet  been  afforded  for 
those  late  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  and  surely  this  is  a matter  which 
requires  the  immediate  attention  of  the  responsible  authority. 


Industrial  Diseases.  — The  existence  of  Silicosis  amongst  Coal  Miners  in 
the  district  is  not  known  to  any  of  the  Medical  Practitioners. 

The  possibility  of  this  disease  arising  as  the  result  of  the  introduction  of 
Machinery  into  the  mines  for  the  purpose  of  Stone  or  Coal  Cutting  is  a 
matter  which  the  future  will  only  decide,  owing  to  the  slowly  progressive 
nature  of  such  changes  in  the  lungs.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


There  has  been  no  change  from  an  Administrative  standpoint  during  the 
year.  The  work  of  the  two  Health  Visitors  has  been  considerably  increased 
by  the  mine  closure  in  the  Choppington  area  and  from  which  district  a con- 
siderable demand  arose  for  Dried  Milk  free  of  charge  or  at  reduced  rates. 
These  applications  were  all  considered  by  the  M.  & C.W.  Committee  accord- 
ing to  the  scale  in  operation.  Bearing  in  mind  the  overcrowding  and  the 
mining  conditions  already  mentioned  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  for  an 
industrial  area  such  as  ours,  is  favourable. 


The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  reasons  given  in  previous  reports  is  again 
very  low,  the  two  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  resulted  from  that  unusual 
and  unavoidable  condition  known  as  Pulmonary  Embolism,  a similar  case 
having  also  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  1926.  All  three  were  in  mothers 
who  had  previously  borne  children  and  each  case  displayed  a state  of  Ante 
Partum  Haemorrhage. 


At  the  time  of  writing  arrangements  are  complete  for  an  Ante  Natal  Clinic, 
monthly  at  the  Bedlington  Station  M.  & C.  Welfare  Centre,  and  Dr.  Harvey 
Evers  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne  has  been  appointed  Medical  Officer.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  doctors  in  the  district  will  in  their  own  interests,  and  that  of 
expectant  mothers,  avail  themselves  of  the  service  of  the  Clinic. 


The  thanks  of  the  Council  is  due  to  all  the  voluntary  workers  who  have  so 
regularly  and  willingly  given  their  assistance  at  the  M.  &:  C.  Welfare  Sessions. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  REPORT. 


The  Privy  Midden  Conversion  remains  in  statu  quo  ante  and  unemploy- 
ment in  the  district  has  not,  since  the  initiation  of  the  Scheme  for  conversions, 
been  of  such  a degree  as  to  anticipate  assistance  from  the  Unemployment 
Grants  Committee. 


It  only  remains  for  the  Local  Authority  to  consider  the  question  of  a loan 
over  an  extended  period,  and  complete  the  scheme  in  as  short  a time  as 
possible.  The  scheme  for  Sewage,  drainage  and  dealing  with  the  pollution 
of  the  Willow  Burn  has  been  prepared  by  the  Surveyor  and  with  assistance 
from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee  little  difficulty  would  arise  in 
putting  into  practice  this  long  delayed  sanitary  improvement. 

The  system  of  disposal  of  Household  Refuse  is  unchanged  and  nothing 
more  can  be  expected  until  the  sanitary  measures  above  mentioned  are 
accomplished. 
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HOUSING. 

During  the  past  five  years  steady  progress  in  Housing  construction  has 
been  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority,  whilst  Private  Enterprise  as  regards 
Subsidy  Houses  has  been  more  active  during  the  past  year.  At  the  time  of 
writing  the  scheme  for  78  additional  houses  at  the  Sieekburn  Site  is  almost 
complete,  and  with  the  recent  sanction  of  the  Ministry  for  100  houses  in  the 
Stakeford  Site  and  prospective  schemes  under  consideration  for  Netherton 
and  Cambois,  it  is  hoped  that  the  year  of  1926  will  bring  about  an  appreciable 
decrease  in  overcrowding  and  an  improvement  in  Housing  Conditions.  The 
three  Surveys  in  1919,  1922,  and  1925  show  a reduction  in  the  number  of 
families  occupying  one  house,  but  in  as  much  as  there  may  be  an  improve- 
ment in  this  direction,  overcrowding  still  shows  a progressive  increase.  The 
large  number  of  one,  two  and  three  roomed  houses  accounts  for  this  condition 
and  brings  to  our  notice  the  need  of  maintaining  the  present  standard  of  non- 
parlour type  with  3 bedrooms,  as  in  the  recently  constructed  houses  in  the 
Sieekburn  Site. 

Although  subletting  may  assist  in  dealing  with  overcrowding,  yet  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  advantages  are  not  overweighed  by  its  evils. 

The  conversion  of  bedrooms  in  these  cases  into  living  rooms,  which  means 
increased  internal  destruction  of  property,  the  tendency,  although  less  fre- 
quent, to  sublet  without  permission  from  the  Council,  and  the  dual  responsi- 
bility in  preserving  the  property  outside  and  inside,  all  leads  us  to  doubt  the 
advisability  of  subletting. 

The  ever  increasing  arrears  of  rent  and  rates  gives  cause  for  anxiety,  and 
greater  stringency  is  required  particularly  when  it  is  so  well  known  to  the  L.A. 
that  many  of  the  offenders  are  tenants  who  not  only  receive  their  rent  allow- 
ance from  their  employers,  but  have  subtenants  from  whom  they  are  regularly 
receiving  a large  contribution  to  the  rent. 

A matter  of  no  less  importance,  but  a more  difficult  problem  is  the  method 
of  dealing  with  Insanitary  Dwellings. 

These  are  scattered  throughout  the  district  and  whilst  a number  may  be 
made  habitable  without  reconstruction,  yet  the  large  majority  can  only  be 
dealt  with  by  great  structural  alteration,  and  this  applies  particularly  to  the 
Back  to  Back  Houses.  Even  many  of  these  together  with  other  dilapidated 
dwellings  are  outside  the  catagory  of  Reconstruction  and  are  fit  only  for 
demolition. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  property  owners  in  the  district  do  not  recognise 
their  responsibility  regarding  houses  which  can  be  made  in  all  respects  reason- 
ably fit  for  Human  Habitation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  L.A.  will  take  the 
necessary  steps  under  Sec.  3 of  the  Housing  Acts,  1925. 

Then  again,  the  issuing  of  Closing  Orders  on  Insanitary  Dwellings  would 
only  serve  a useful  purpose  if  accommodation  would  be  provided  in  the 
Council  Houses. 
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An  opportunity  will  be  afforded  in  dealing  with  many  of  the  insanitary 
dwellings  in  Choppington  and  Guide  Post  Areas  if  the  additional  ioo  Houses 
proposed  to  be  erected  at  the  Stakeford  Site  are,  as  far  as  practicable  utilised 
in  the  manner  suggested. 


1 he  Area  at  East  End,  Bedlington,  having  been  represented  as  an 
Unhealthy  area,  and  a regulation  having  been  passed  by  the  L.A.  that  an 
Improvement  Scheme  might  be  made  and  this  having  now  been  completed 
by  your  Surveyor  and  approved  of,  it  is  expected  that  the  year  1926  will  see 
the  completion  of  this  long  delayed  and  highly  necessary  Sanitary  Measure.

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CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

(1)  That  the  L.A.  take  steps  to  deal  with  dwellings  which  are  insanitary  and 
can  be  made  habitable  without  a process  of  reconstruction,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose use  the  powers  afforded  in  the  Housing  Acts,  1925.  1’hat  measures 
should  be  taken  to  issue  Closing  Orders  on  houses  which  cannot  be  made 
habitable  without  reconstruction,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Housing  Committee 
be  requested  in  finding  provision  for  displaced  tenants. 

That  the  Housing  Committee  seek  to  maintain  a steady  extension  in  differ- 
ent areas  of  their  present  Housing  Schemes. 

(2)  Consider  at  an  early  date  the  most  suitable  means  of  dealing  with  the 
Privy  Midden  Conversions. 

(3)  Seek  to  procure  suitable  Hospital  Accommodation  for  cases  of  Small 
Pox,  preferably  as  part  of  a Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  carry  out  the  necessary 
alterations  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

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DWELLING  HOUSES. 

Chief  defects  consist  of  dilapidated  roofs,  floors,  spouting,  windows,  and 
sanitary  conveniences.  During  the  inspection  houses  were  frequently  found 
to  be  damp  either  through  the  effects  of  a defective  roof  or  from  the  surround- 
ing ground  and  foundations.  The  greater  part  of  the  property  is  old  and 
minor  defects  occur  with  great  frequency  through  wear  and  tear  and  stress  of 
weather,  and  in  some  cases  through  the  ill-use  of  the  occupier.  Where  old 
properties  exist  the  adjoining  ground  is  very  often  poorly  paved  or  not  at  all, 
therefore,  effectual  drainage  is  impossible  and  this  has  a great  effect  upon  the 
keeping  in  condition  many  of  the  dwellings.  In  some  cases  the  water  from 
the  eaves  gutters  and  fall  pipes  generally  flood  the  road  surfaces,  and  thus  the 
sub-soil,  to  become  more  or  less  collected  in  the  walls  and  floors  of  the 
dwellings. 

The  results  of  the  inspection  show  that  cases  of  overcrowding  still  exist 
although  many  new  houses  have  been  erected.  Every  effort  should  be  made 
to  continue  and  house  some  of  these  tenants  and  place  the  worst  of  the  property 
out  of  occupation  for  a time  until  repairs  and  reconstruction  of  many  of  the 
dwellings  is  completed.  In  several  houses  the  storage  for  food  is  also 
inadequate,  and  no  through  ventilation  presents  itself  upon  one  or  other 
floors,  and  it  very  often  happens  this  class  of  house  is  overcrowded.  Of  the 
houses  inspected  at  Guide  Post,  through  ventilation  appeared  in  almost  every 
case,  while  at  Scotland  Gate  19  one  roomed  houses  have  no  through  draught, 
and  6 houses  with  one  room  have  through  draught,  12  with  2 rooms  have 
no  through  draught  and  25  with  2 rooms  have  through  draught,  other  houses 
exist  with  3 and  4 rooms  each.  The  dwellings  inspected  at  Strong’s  Buildings 
are  back  to  back  with  1 room  on  the  ground  floor  and  1 room  on  the  first 
floor.  Of  the  houses  inspected  at  Guide  Post  3 one-roomed  houses,  32 
houses  with  2 rooms  and  9 with  3 rooms  appeared.  The  small  type  of  house 
is  most  prevalent  and  therefore  overcrowding  will  frequently  appear.  For  the 
purposes  of  overcrou'ding  the  working  class  dwellings  of  the  district  have 
again  been  inspected.  Properties  at  Scotland  Gate  and  East  End,  Bedlington 
have  been  represented  and  left  over  as  the  accommodation  beyond  the 
necessary  repairs  is  to  be  considered.  Under  the  heading  of  one  inspection 
several  defects  are  generally  found.

Excrement  6°  Refuse  Disposal. — Chiefly  privy  midden.  The  district  is 
sub-divided  and  let  by  contract.  The  collection  continues  to  be  monthly, 
fortnightly,  weekly,  and  where  bins  have  been  provided,  twice  and  thrice 
weekly.  A systematic  inspection  is  carried  out.  The  contents  are  conveyed 
to  disused  excavations  within  brick  yards,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  district 
used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Scavenging  Areas. — No.  of  Contracts,  21.  Notices  served  for  cleansing,  54. 
During  the  year  one  Contract  was  taken  over  be  the  L.A. 

Cowsheds  6°  Dairies. — The  cows  all  come  under  the  heading  of  those 
habitually  grazed  and  in  very  remote  cases  butter  is  made  for  sale.  The 
limewashing  of  the  premises  takes  place  twice  per  year,  or  at  any  other  time 
when  called  upon.  At  Ridge  Farm  the  drainage  has  been  improved.  The 
water  supply  is  constant.

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Slaughter  Houses. — The  slaughter  houses  are  all  private  and  registered,  five 
of  which  are  in  close  proximity  to  dwellings.  One  slaughter  house  yard  at 
Scotland  Gate  has  been  redrained  and  concreted  ; in  two  other  cases  lairs 
improved,  and  in  four  other  cases  drainage  improvements  carried  out.  2 exist 
at  Netherton,  1 at  Scotland  Gate,  4 at  Guide  Post,  1 at  Cambois,  1 at  Red 
Row,  3 at  Sleekburn,  and  5 at  Bedlington.  Cleansing  and  limewashing  has 
been  regularly  attended  to.  On  an  average  30  beast  and  50  sheep  are  killed 
weekly.  Sixteen  notices  have  been  received  for  slaughtering  out  of  the  usual 
hours.  Carcases  have  been  condemmed,  2 of  beef  and  2 of  mutton,  17 
organs  have  been  destroyed.  61  cottage  pigs  have  been  notified  and  inspected. 
One  annually  licensed  slaughter  house  exists  for  horse  slaughtering,  and  a 
small  destructor  is  provided. 


Offensive  Trades. — These  chiefly  consist  of  fish  and  chip  shops,  and  14 
are  situated  throughout  the  district. 


Commoti  Lodging  Houses. — Three  exist  on  the  Register,  2 of  which  will 
propably  come  under  the  catagory  of  demolition  shortly.  These  have  been 
disinfected  4 times  during  the  year. 


No  conversions  from  the  privy  system  to  the  water  closet  system  have  taken 
place  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  possibility  of  the  whole  of  the  district 
being  brought  within  a scheme. 


Infectious  Disease  Preve?ition. — 396  houses  have  been  disinfected  during 
the  year.  The  schools  within  the  district  have  been  fumigated  in  90  instances. 
The  privies  and  middens  are  systematically  disinfected  with  powder  and 
liquids.  Sulphur  together  with  formalin  spraying  is  used  for  the  fumigation 
and  disinfection  of  buildings.
